IHR> TARIFF 


The Senate Finance Committee has 


reported the Dingley tariff bill, BB 
modified by the Republican members, 
to the-Senafe, and given notice that it 
will be called up on the 18(h instant. 


The bill provides that it shall take 


effect on July 1st Instead of April 1st 
as provided by the House. 
This indi- 


cates that the Republican members of 
the Senate Committee do not believe 
in subverting the 
constitution 
by 


making the bill retroactive, that is 
taking effect long before it becomes a 
law. 
The committee- also struck out 


the reciprocity 
provision, including 


the clause relating to the Hawaiian 
treaty • and the bill now imposes the 
same duty upon Hawaiian sugar that 
it does upon sweets from other coun- 
tries. 


Many important changes have been 


made in the House bill. 
The internal 


revenue tax on beer is increased to 
$1 40 per barrel, and a duty of 75 cants 
per ton is placed on coal. First-class 
wools are reduced from twelve to nine 
cents; second-class wools from eleven 
to eight cents, and wools valued abroad 
at ten cents per pound are to pay a 
duty of four cents per pound. A duty 
of ten cents per pound is placed on ten, 
and sugar that has gone through the 
process of refining is dutiable at one 
and sixteen-handredths of a cent per 
pound. 
Hides, which were put on the 


free list in the House, are made duti- 
able by the Senate bill at one and one- 
half cents per pound. 
It is provided, 


however, that a drawback equal to the 
duty paid shall be allowed upon all 
leathers exported which have been 
manufactured from imported hides. 


The vote of the committee on the 


amended bill stood six to five, Senator 
Jones of Nevada voting with the Repub- 
licans. 
The Democrats made no fac- 


tious opposition, but contented them- 
selves with voting against the bill. 
Whether or not they will report a sub- 
stitute or propose amendments to the 
bill in open session remains to be seen. 
If, as the gold stadard men allege, the 
bill i» H panacea for all the ills which 
afflict the country at the presant time 
the sooner the remedy is applied the 
better. 
On the contrary, however, if 


the silver men are right in their diag- 
nosis and the depression is due to 
financial legislation, they should op- 
pose the bill, as it would be inconsist- 
ent if not foolish for.them to assist in 
administering a dose to the people for 
the purpose of convincing them that it 
will do them no good. 


WILL. NOT APPOINT C (JMMIXTUKS. 


The Honorable Jerry Simpson of 


Kansas, provoked- the ire of Speaker 
Reed of the House o£ Representatives, 
.again this week, by demanding that 
committees be appointed. The Speaker 
-challenged the Kansas gentleman to 
propose a resolution instructing him, 
the Speaker, to appoint committees. 
Simpson, knowing that such a resolu- 
tion would be voted down, as the 
Speaker was opposed to it, and bis will 
is law, declined the challenge; bat 
Representative Lewis, a new member 
from Washington, took up the gage of 
battle thrown down by the Speaker, 
and moved the adoption of a resolution 
to appoint committees. The motion 
was amended by Representative Ding 
ley, and then voted down by a decisive 
majority, thirty-tbree_Democrats, un- 
der the leadership of .Bailey of Texas, 
voted with the majority, and only one 
Republican, Low of New York, voting 
with the minority. 


Now, Speaker Eeed, who has been ac- 


cused of exercising despotic power in 
the House, is upheld in the position he 
has taken in not appointing committees 
by a vote of 122 to 54, out of" a total 
rote of 356. 


A MODERN JOAN Of ABC. 


The Greco-Turkish war has developed 


a modern Joan of Arc, in the person of 
a daughter of Greece named Elene 
Constantinides. She marched at the 
head of 2,500 volunteer troops a few 
days ago, arrayed in the regular Greek 
uniform. When asked why she did 
not go to the front as a nurse, she re- 
plied, her eyes 
flashing 
fire: 
• 


"The Turks have killed_ my brothers, 


they have killed my family, and their 
blood calls for revenge, and it is I who 
must avenge them. I go to flght, and 
not to nurse." 


Aa she took her place at the head of 


the column, she -was greeted with 
cheers, arid aa the column moved off, 
she riding in front, a perfect rain of 
flowers fell about her and made a car- 
pet in front of her. The pop u lace giew 
perfectly wild and the men seemed to 
take new hope and energy under their 
girl leader, and went' forward with a 
determination to accomplish victory or 
die in the attempt.

A HORRIBLE HOLICAUST IN THE 


CITY OF PARIS 
~ , 


The Senate Defeats the Arbitration 


Treaty. 


THE I'ARIS FIRE. 


Nearly Two Hundred Persons, Many of 


Prominence, Perish In the Flame). 
PARIS, May. 5.—Tb'eitei-rible fire at the 


Grand Bazaar de Charate, a temporary 
wooden structure 100 yards long and 
60 yards wide, erected in Rue Jean GOT- 
jon for the annual charity fair, of which 
all of the prominent society ladies of 
Paris are • patronesses, has thrown the 
Frenob capital into mourning. 


The .conflagration, which broke out 


shortly after 4 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon in one of the booths near the stall 
of Duchess D'Uztes,while 1,500 or 2,000 
were present, is believed to have caused 
the loss of over 200 lives. 


One hundred and elevencorpses'have 


already been recovered, and:, twelve 
portions of / bodies, the identity : of 
which can never be established. 


The search for the dead is under 


military authority and is going on aa 
rapidly as possible, Quantities- of 
coins, watches, rings, necklaces and 
bracelets have been found in the 
debris. 
; 


Long lines of infantry are drawn* up 


in a cordon around the dreadful place. 
The-soldiers worked all night under 
the glare of electric lights, torches and 
bonfires, and the windows of adjoining 
buildings were occupied 
by people 


throughout the whole night watching 
the progress of the work. 


As soon as the bodies are claimed by 


anxious relatives or others who are 
hovering near in despair, they are 
placed in carriages and "taken to their 
former homes. 


The scenes of grief 
are terrible, 


fathers and mothers -try to flght their 
way through the lines of soldiers, look- 
ing for some loved one. Children were 
there weeping for lost parents. Strong 
men became hysterical and almost in- 
sane, and women faint at the. awful 
scenes presented. Many of the first 
people of the city were iu the building, 
and the dead include people of title and 
rank. Some of the escapes were mar- 
velous, many being snatched from the 
flames by firemen at the last instant. 


So far as learned there is only one 


American,victitn, a Miss Parks. There 
nre forty-six bodies as yet unidentified. 


Ajt 3 o'clock this afternoon it was 


thought that the list of dead would fall 
below 150. 


The Grfcco-Turkish 
War. 


ATHENS, May 5.—Crown Prince Con- 


stantino telegraphs that two Turkish 
regiments are marching on Karlitza, 
and that the Greek commander there 
has asked for reinforcements. 


A dispatch from the front says'that 


the Turkish forces at noon to-day were 
drawn up in battle array on the plain 
of Pharsalos, facing the Greek army 
Numbering 23,000 men. 


VOID, May 5.—Fifteen 
thousand 


Greeks have retired upon Dokokos. 
The Turks are centering a large force 
there, and an important engagement is 
expected. 


The Turkish forces made a fierce at 


tack to-day on Greek troops at Vales- 
tino, bat were repulsed. There wore 
heavy losses on both sides. Fighting 
is proceeding between . the opposing 
armies at two other points. •

Pearl Harbor at Hawaii. 


The arbitration treaty has been de- 


feated by tho Senate by a vote; of 43 
to 26.
